fter seeing its dream crumble at Town Meeting two 
Ave ago, the Council on Aging believes it now has 
the official town support it needs to lay the corner- 
Stone for a new Andover senior center. 

There are two articles on the warrant aimed at provid- 
ing land and money for a senior center project, articles 23 
and 24. Both have received support from town officials. 

In a vote described by Jeanne Madden, Council on 
Aging coordinator, as crucial, the newly-elected School 
Committee unanimously supported Article 23 to transfer 
school-controlled land behind Doherty Middle School so a 
senior center can be built there. 

Selectmen supported both the Doherty iand transfer 
and Article 24, which seeks $500,000 for acquiring land or 
for building a new senior center. Donald Schroeder, 
Finance Committee chairman, said he expected his com- 
mittee to address Article 24 Wednesday night, after the 
Townsman went to press. 

“It’s all too exciting. I can’t stand it. I’m on the edge of 
my seat every day,” said Ms. Madden, who believes Sup- 
port has grown during the last two years. “It’s going to 
happen. When I first came to Andover people were saying

$200K sought for 
middle school plans

School officials are seeking more than $31 million for 
their operating budget at Town Meeting but they may 
have more trouble persuading residents to approve their 
$200,000 planing article for a new middle school. 

To handle the mushrooming numbers of elementary- 
and middle-school students, the school department wants 
to build a new 850-student middle school for grades 5 
through 8. Officials expect to spend two years planing for 
the school before a shovel goes in the ground and believe 
the new school will open in 2001. This decision will mean 
an educational and structural change in the system from 
the current K-5 elementary schools and grades 6-8 middle 
schools, but Dick Neal, superintendent, has called 5-8 mid- 
dle school designs “superb.” 

Article 26 looks to start the ball rolling on the schools’ 
five-year plan toward a new middle school.

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Perry Colmore wins 
Sword of Hope Award for 
her breast cancer columns 


Townsman _ editor 
Perry Colmore has won 
the 1997 Sword of Hope 
Award from the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society’s 
Massachusetts Division, 
for her columns pub- 
lished in the Townsman 
during the last two 
years. 

“Our panel of seven 
judges, representing the 
fields of communica- 
tions and medicine, 
agreed that this entry is 
an outstanding example 
of fine journalism in the 
public interest,” wrote Joyce Gal- 
lagher Sullivan, Sword of Hope 
Awards chairperson. “Congratula- 
tions for continuing to be one of 
the region’s most vital and 
provocative sources of information 
about the prevention, detection 
and management of cancer.” 

Ms. Colmore’s columns have 
covered dealing with grief, fear of 
recurrence, help in talking with a 
person who has cancer, problems 
cancer victims face on the job, 
slowing down the pace after diag- 
nosis, love and forgiveness and 
more. 

She won the Sword of Hope 
Award once before, in 1988, the 
first time she had breast cancer, 
and she wrote a column about ear- 
ly detection. 


Ms. Colmore’s entry was in the 
Editorial category. Other winners 
this year include Boston Globe 
medical writer Judy Forman (Dai- 
ly Newspaper), Richard A. Knox 
(Judges’ Award) of the Globe. who 
wrote the series on the Dana Far- 
ber overdose that killed one wom- 
an and permanently injured anoth- 
er; and Heather Kahn and Rhonda 
Mann of WCVB-TV (continuing 
overall effort); as well as others. 
There were 13 winners in all, in 
different categories.

Giving appreciated stocks. When you make a gift of appreciated property 
to a charity which qualifies for long-term capital gains, such as Stocks, you get

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Parents, school leaders enroll in 5-8 school discussion

Hoping to bolster support for a $200,000 
Town Meeting planning article, school lead- 
ers hosted an informational meeting Monday 
for parents of the young children who would 
attend a grades 5-8 middle school, if it’s 
approved. 


One woman said parents should have | 
been surveyed about the concept of a 5-8 

school because that could have lessened anx- 
lety. 

Karen Hart, of Devonshire Place, suggest- 
ed the School Committee should present two 
options at Town Meeting. One would involve 
the 5-8 school, and another would include 
adding to or building both an elementary 
and a middle school, she said. 


‘The space needs drove this whole look. 
But I’m telling you from my own 
experience — and I’ve been in this 39 years 
and all but four of those were in the mid- 
dle school — the 5-8 school was the best I 
had.’ 


About 25 parents attended Monday’s meet- 
ing and many said they were concerned that 
there was not more parental involvement 
before the schools decided on building a new 
middle school for grades 5 through 8. Several 
parents indicated they were concerned their 
10-year-old fifth-grade children would be 
exposed to sex and drugs by the older middle 
school kids. 


“There are concerns that have not been 
answered,” said Ms. Hart. “You’re not going 
to win that (one-option) deal. There are too 
many unanswered questions.” 

“IT haven’t read anything positive about 
the 5-8 school,” said Maria Ippolito, of Granli 
Drive. “I’m a little tentative now because 
what I hear is we have a space problem.”

ZBA rules against sports

The Zoning Board of Appeals Satur- 
day unanimously denied James Arnold 
of 15 Geneva Road a chance to keep a 
sports court he built in his back yard, 
on the banks of Haggetts Pond. The 
court was built without permits from 
the ZBA or Conservation Commission. 

The Zoning Board’s “straw vote” is 
nonbinding and the decision Will not be 
final until it is written and signed, 
probably at the board’s May meeting. 

Kaija Gilmore, town building inspec- 
tor, in December ordered Mr. Arnold to 
remove the sports court, fencing and 
lighting. She found it was a noncon- 
forming use, and that its construction 
constituted land-disturbing activities 
in the Water Protection Overlay Dis- 
trict. Haggetts Pond is the primary 
source for the town’s drinking water, 
and the court was built just a few feet 
from it. 

Once the ZBA decision is signed and 
filed with the town clerk, Mr. Arnold 
has 20 days to appeal. Ms. Gilmore said 
this week if the straw vote is con- 
firmed, she will issue Mr. Arnold 
another order to remove the court. If

Mr. Arnold then appeals the ZBA deci- 
sion, her order would be Stayed pend- 
ing the outcome of the appeal. 

The ConsCom in December also 
ordered Mr. Arnold to remove the court 
and return the yard to its previous sta- 
tus. Bob Pustell, ConsCom chairman, 
said last month that filling in the pool 
and building the court were in direct 
Violation of the state’s Wetlands Protec- 
tion Act. Mr. Arnold in February filed 
suit in Essex County District Court 
against the ConsCom asking that the 
ConsCom’s enforcement order be 
thrown out. 

Mr. Arnold alleges the court was 
built within the footprint of a pre-exist- 
ing swimming pool and patio area, and 
that it is therefore allowed as a contin- 
ued use. He had asked the ZBA for 
either a special permit or variance, 
after the fact. 

He told the Townsman last month 
that he filled in the swimming pool last 
summer because it was deteriorating 
and dangerous, and that he built the 
sports court in its place almost as an 
afterthought. He said he didn’t realize 
he was violating town regulations.

them to build as much joy as possible 
into every day, and they did, she said. 
At the end of February, Mr. Cronin had 
a bagpiper come into his hospital room. 
During a celebration of his birthday 
March 14, he had a harpist play and 
cake and champagne were served. 
Another time a friend brought Mr. 
Cronin Lobster Savannah from the 
Lanam Club. 

“He really made the most of every 
day right up until near the end,” Ms. 
Raphael said. 

Even in the last week, when he had 
difficulty speaking, Mr. Cronin would 
hum “When Irish Eyes are Smiling,” 
she said. 

Diagnosed in 1995 

Mr. Cronin first discovered a prob- 
lem during a trip to Washington in 
October of 1995. While shaving, he 
dropped his razor and “his arm felt like 
it weighted 100 pounds,” said Ms. 
Raphael. Though the arm felt better a 
short time later, Mr. Cronin went to 
George Washington Hospital for a 
checkup. “By the end of the day we 
knew there was some kind of lesion in 
his brain,” she said. 

That was Oct. 26. The next day he 
was transferred to Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital and within a few days a 
biopsy confirmed the cancer. He had a 
grade IV glioblastoma. “It’s about the 
most vicious kind of brain tumor you 
can have,” Ms. Raphael said. 

After hearing the news, and without 
letting anyone know what he was fac- 
ing, Mr. Cronin left the hospital and 
returned to Lawrence Nov. 4 where he 
made a speech for the new Lawrence 
Girls Club. 

Mr. Cronin had surgery to remove 
the tumor Nov. 15, 1995, followed by pro- 
ton beam radiation treatments. 

“Tt successfully killed the tumor,” Ms. 
Raphael said, and the tumor never did 
return. But like his successor in 
Congress, former U.S. Senator Paul 
Tsongas, who died in January of this 
year, Mr. Cronin died from complica-

Mr. Cronin was born in South Boston 
and moved to Ballardvale as a young 
child. He attended St. Augustine School, 
was a member of the Lawrence Boys 
Club from 1951-’55 and competed on a 
championship swim team. He graduat- 
ed from Central Catholic High School in 
1955. 

He attended Merrimack College and 
received degrees in government and 
economics from Boston University and 
a master’s degree in public administra- 
tion from John F. Kennedy School of 
Government at Harvard, where he later 
served on the advisory board for the 
Institute of Politics. 

His career in politics began in 1963 at 
age 25 when he was elected a selectman 
in Andover, the youngest elected official 
in the state at that time. 

He was elected a state representative 
in 1966. He served on the Transportation 
Committee and was involved in the 
development of the first master plan for 
Logan Airport. 

Mr. Cronin was elected to Congress 
in 1972 and served on the Interior Com- 
mittee and Committee on Science and 
Technology. He authored legislation 
pertaining to energy, transportation, 
national parks and natural resources. 
Mr. Cronin filed the legislation that was 
responsible for the establishment of 
urban national parks, such as Lowell 
National Historic Park, although his 
successor, Mr. Tsongas, often is given 
the credit for that legislation. 

That fits with what Ms. Raphael said 
was part of Mr. Cronin’s creed that he

would often quote, that “there’s no limit 
to what you can accomplish as long as 
you don’t care who gets the credit.” 

Mr. Cronin was one of the first mem- 
bers of congress to predict an energy 
crisis in the 1970s. 

He was a delegate to the Internation- 
al Energy Conference in Paris and Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan appointed him a 
U.S. delegate to the International Con- 
ference on Renewable Energy in Nairo- 
bi. Mr. Cronin was defeated by Mr. 
Tsongas in his 1974 re-election bid, one 
of many Republicans ousted from office 
in the wake of the Watergate scandal. 

Mr. Cronin ran an unsuccessful cam- 
paign for governor in 1990. He won the 
Republican primary for his old 5th 
District congressional seat in 1992, tak- 
ing 73 percent of the vote in Andover, 
but lost the election to Rep. Marty Mee- 
han, D-Lowell. Even in his loss to Rep. 
Meehan, he took 53 percent of the 
Andover vote. “It warms my heart” to 
get the support from people who know 
me best, he said following that loss. 

“He was a partisan Republican but 
Democrats and Republicans alike got 
along with him,” Rep. Meehan said of 
Mr. Cronin this week. Rep. Meehan also 
credited Mr. Cronin for lobbying Gov. 
Weld to keep the 5th District seat during 
redistricting a few years ago. 

“Paul really was the reason. He went 
to the governor and got a commitment 
from the governor to keep the Merri- 
mack Valley seat,” Rep. Meehan said. 

Gov. William F. Weld named him to 
the Massachusetts Port Authority board 
of directors in 1991, a job he held until 
the time of his death. He was elected 
vice chairman of the board in 1993 and 
served in that capacity until 1996. 

Mr. Cronin was a delegate to the 
Republican State convention nine times 
and to the Republican National Conven- 
tion four times. 

He was a member of the Mas- 
sachusetts Selectmen’s Association, 
Former Members of Congress Associa- 
tion and Solar Energy Industrial Associ- 
ation. He served on the board of direc-

A cracking foundation, mold and 
mildew growing from the ceiling and 
inadequate electrical, plumbing, heat- 
ing and air conditioning systems are 
just some of the reasons Fire Chief 
Harold Wright and Police Chief James 
Johnson are asking voters to consider 
upgrading the public safety facilities. 

Article 56 on the Town Meeting war- 
rant asks voters to appropriate $150,000 
for architectural and engineering plans 
for additions, renovations and/or con- 
struction of new facilities. 

“It’s a sick building,” Chief Wright 
told selectmen during a discussion 
about the existing building earlier this 
year. Selectmen and Finance Commit- 
tee members will recommend voters 
approve the article. 

If such a project were to go forward, 
one scenario discussed would expand 
and renovate the existing building for 
the fire department and build an entire-

Ovations, and $6 million for a new 
police station. Another option is to add 
to and renovate the existing building 
for both departments. 

The existing building was never ade- 
quate for the needs of the two depart- 
ments, even when it was built in 1970, 
said Chief Wright. Public safety centers 
usually last about 25-30 years, he said. 

The building has been rewired a 
number of times but still cannot accom- 
modate the computers and other equip- 
ment in it. 

It was built with no recognition of 
two genders. There were no separate 
bathroom facilities for the women on 
either side, and no separate shower 
facilities in the fire department. The 
vents for a photo lab in the basement of 
the police station and that of the main 
bathroom in the police station are 
interconnected. The bathrooms on the 
first floor of the fire station have no 
ventilation, which can be “embarrass- 
ing” for the women in the office or any- 
one else who uses them, Chief Wright 
Said. 

The original heat, ventilation and 
air conditioning systems were outdated 
the day they were installed. A new sys- 
tem is plagued by humidity problems 
so that water drips from it and mold 
and mildew grow on the ceilings. 

“Tt gets stagnant in here. There’s no 
air exchange,” Lt. Phillip Froburg said. 

The heat and air conditioning are 
one system that must be changed over 
by municipal maintenance once a year. 

What was once the chief's office now 
has four people working in it. A bath- 
room, still with commode, has a file 
cabinet in it. Parts of the foundation 
are settling, causing cracking in the 
walls. The building is not handicap 
accessible and an elevator would need 
to be installed to bring it up to code. 

In explaining how outdated the pris- 
oner cells are, Lt. Froburg said he saw 
the same cells in a jail museum in 
Canada. They have little-to-no heat. 

What used to be a practice firing 
range is now a records and evidence 


filled to capacity and has no heat.

storage room. When it rains, or when 
the firefighters wash a truck inside the 
upstairs garage, water leaks onto the 
files. Buckets sit on the cabinets. Paper- 
work forms are stored in the garage for 
lack of any other space. 

The detectives room in the basement 
has no windows. That isn’t a problem 
except when the electricity goes out, 
because it has no emergency power. 

Poor drainage in the fire apparatus 
bay causes water to puddle, which 
results in more rust on vehicles, Reen- 
forcement bar is showing through dete- 
riorating concrete flooring: Detectives 
should hope it is safe, since their offices 
are below the apparatus bay. 

A fire deputy’s room upstairs dou- 
bles — or triples - as a stock room and 
training room. The day room is also 
used for training classes. There are no 
rooms for janitorial supplies or train- 
ing equipment and supplies.

Town Meeting: $200K for middle 
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“For $200,000 what we plan to do is a 
complete study so when we come back 
to Town Meeting we’ll have all the 
information we need,” said Mr. Neal. 
Mr. Neal said officials will check avail- 
able sites in town, including the school- 
controlled land on Cross Street, and 
make a thorough soil and drainage 
study of the selected site. They will also 
know the related costs to the town for 
supplying outside projects such as side- 
walks and sewer lines to the school. 

“I won’t bring a project back if we 
don’t have that information,” said Mr. 
Neal. “We’ll also have preliminary 
architectural plans for a building.” 

Rough estimates indicate the new 
middle school will cause an increase of 
$500,000 to $600,000 for additional 
administrative, custodial, heating, 
lighting and busing costs, said Mr. 
Neal. 

To garner votes at Town Meeting, it 
appears school officials must make 
three convincing arguments in favor of 
the middle-school project. 

First, officials must convince resi- 
dents there is a need for another $23 to 
$25 million school project just three 
years after residents approved a $40 
million “comprehensive plan.” Second, 
officials must show they have learned 
from the much maligned Andover High 
School project and will avoid similar 
problems during construction of a mid- 
dle school. Finally, school leaders must 
continue to convince parents of young 
children that a move toward a grades 5- 
8 school is educationally sound. 

The school department held an 
informational meeting Monday to 
address the concerns of parents, some

of whom fear a 5-8 school could rob 
their future fifth-grade children of 
their innocence by causing them “to 
grow up too fast.” 

Members of the Space Needs Adviso- 
ry Committee, formed earlier this 
school year to address the need for 
more classrooms, have said that those 
who visited other town’s 5-8 schools 
found schools with which they felt 
comfortable. Andover administrators 
have also taught and run such schools 
and say they support the concept. 

Proponents of a new school have 
plenty of data to demonstrate the need 
for more school space. 

Since the school system made its 
enrollment projections for the last con- 
struction project, elementary- and mid- 
dle-school enrollments have increased 
at a greater rate than expected. 

Using the midpoint of the School 
Committee class size policy and each 
school room as originally intended, 
Mr. Neal said all six of the regular ele- 
mentary and middle schools in 
Andover are already above their seat- 
ing capacity. The numbers are only 
projected to increase between now and 
both 2001 and 2009. 

Music and art rooms in even the 
newly renovated and expanded South 
and Sanborn elementary schools are 
being used for regular classroom space 
and Mr. Neal said he expects to begin 
using temporary modular classrooms 
by 1998. 

By 2002, Mr. Neal said Andover will 
need 13 new elementary classrooms 
and 13 middle-school classrooms. 
Schools also need more space than in 
the past because of special needs and

ments from the 1993 Education Reform 
Act. Town leaders want to start plan- 
ning the new school now. 

“When you asked about Town Meet- 
ing saying to have due planning (to 
other groups in recent years), that’s 
exactly what we have to do this year” 
for the schools, said Buzz Stapczynski, 
town manager. “You can’t debate the 
need (and) if the community wants 
planning, you vote for this.” 

“I think we can convince the town of 
the need. I think we can tell the town 
we’re going to do the planning,” said 
Mr. Neal. “I would hope we could con- 
vince people not to hold the future 
hostage to this (problematic High 
School) project.” 

Dealing with AHS fallout 

Realizing there is resentment within 
town because of the AHS project, and 
seeking to avoid making the same 
errors during their middle school plan- 
ning, town and school leaders say 
they’ve created a program that differs 
from the AHS project. Workers will 
build only one school and all the work 
will be new construction, as opposed to 
the last job where workers renovated 
three schools (AHS, South and San- 
born) at the same time. Officials say 
this will make the middle-school pro- 
ject easier to control and oversee. 

“I see this as a much less complicat- 
ed project,” said Tina Girdwood, 
School Committee chairwoman. She 
and other officials said they will spend 
more time solving issues in the plan- 
ning stages of this middle school pro- 
ject. They said they won’t begin build- 
ing a middle school until after the High 
School is completed. 

“One of the major issues is a timing

issue. Are there too many things on the 
plate or will there be too many things 
on the plate for the town to handle?” 
said Mr. Neal. “Clearly the High School 
project was hurried in the planning 
stage. The plans were hurried so it 
would get into the state by the (reim- 
bursement) deadline.” 

Although Mr. Stapczynski is careful 
not to say the High School plans were 
flawed by the rush because of a pend- 
ing lawsuit, most town and school offi- 
Cials such as Mr. Neal now admit that 
Andover and its architects rushed to 
complete the High School plans. “We 
all agree it was rushed,” said Select- 
man Jerry Silverman. 

To avoid a repeat problem, Andover 
will allow one year for preliminary 
planning and then another year for 
final architectural drawings before the 
first shovel breaks ground on the mid- 
dle school project. 

“We’re allowing 26 months to do 
what we did in 14 months” with the 
three-school project, said Mr. Stapczyn- 
ski. 

Mr. Stapezynski noted Andover has 
a different superintendent and entirely 
new School Committee than it had 
when the three-school plan was pro- 
posed. 

Both he and Mr. Silverman said 
there have been improved relations 
between the town and school sides 
recently, indicating they believe this 
will help the middle-school project 
planning run smoothly and in coordi- 
nation with other town projects, such 
as a potential senior center. 

“| think you’re seeing a revolution 
in cooperation on these committees,” 
said Mr. Silverman. 
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‘You’re not going to get a senior cen- 
ter,’ or “You don’t need a senior center,’ 
and now they’re saying, ‘Where are 
you going to put it?’ ” 

The senior center plan calls for an 
expansion that will more than double 
the size of the center from less than 
12,000 square feet to about 27,000 
Square feet. Marty Epstein, Council on 
Aging chairman, said this extra space 
will allow the senior center to use 
items such as ping pong tables and a 
full wood shop for which the current 
center doesn’t have room. 

Presently, seniors must sign up in 
advance for some programs because 
the center doesn’t have a large enough 
function room to allow everyone inter- 
ested to attend, said Mr. Epstein. The 
new center will take care of this prob- 
lem by providing a function room that 
can fit 200 to 300 people. 

The Friends of the Andover Seniors 
fundraising group says it will raise the 
bulk of the $4 million seniors expect a 
new center to cost. The Friends have 
raised more than $100,000 so far and 
members believe that with $500,000 
from the town they will be able to win a 
$600,000 grant from the state. 

“It is competitive and you do have to 
show the need and you have to have 
good plans,” Ms. Madden said about 
State help. “But my impression is if a 
center is serious about getting that 
money it can get it.” 

Paul Salafia, Council on Aging mem- 
ber, said once the town shows it sup- 
ports a senior center by giving it land 
or money, businesses in town also will 
begin to offer substantial donations. 

“I don’t Know when in the town’s 
history it had the opportunity to spend 
$500,000 for what essentially will be a 
$4 million building, because we do plan 
to raise the money,” said Mr. Epstein. 

To further support their case, propo- 
nents of a new center have created 
packets showing an increase during 
the last three years in the number of 
different elders using the center and a 
projected increase in the number of 
senior citizens who will live in 
Andover in the coming years. About 
9,000 residents are more than 50 years 
old, according to center advocates. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said the annual operating budget of the 
proposed center will be about $102,600, 
an increase of about $58,140 from the 
current budget. The manager said the 
new center would need one or two 
additional emplyees. 

The Council on Aging is calling the 
new center the Senior Community Life 
Center. Mr. Epstein wants to avoid talk 
of building a community center instead 
of a senior center, but he said groups 
such as the Youth Council may use the 
new senior center for some of their 
functions. “I’d be delighted if they used 
our function room,” said Mr. Epstein. 
“I just don’t see any practical way to 
build a community center without set- 
ting this whole thing back a couple of 
years. We really want to build a senior 
center and we want the town to share 
in its use when appropriate,” he said. 
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“There’s got to be a place that the 
seniors can control for the seniors and 
there’s got to be a place for the youth to 
control for the youth.” 

Mr. Epstein calls the idea of building 
a community center “a red herring” 
because the needs of the youth and 
seniors are different and because there 
is only one place in town with the eight 
to 10 acres he believes are needed to 
build such a center. “About the only 
place you could find to do something 
like that is Rec Park and that’s not 
going to happen,” he said. “I don’t want 
us to take a step back.” 

During his re-election campaign, 
even Selectman Larry Larsen, a one- 
time vocal supporter of a community 
center, said he’s abandoned that idea 
and is strongly supporting the Senior 
Community Life Center proposal. 
Article 23: Transfer the land 

For now, it appears the seniors have 
locked their sights on fitting this new 
center onto three acres near the public 
housing behind Doherty Middle 
School. Although that land may be too 
wet to support a senior center building, 
Mr. Epstein recently told the School 
Committee he’s 98 percent sure the 
land can be used. 

Town officials and an architect 
donating his time have walked the site 
and believe it’s fine, said Mr. Epstein. 

“It would be kind of tight (space) but 
I think we can do it,” said Ms. Madden. 
“We looked at access, we looked at soil. 
It was not anything real formal.” 

Seniors would use some of the 
$500,000 from Article 24 to pay for more 
thorough testing of the Doherty site. If 
Town Meeting does not approve the 
land transfer, or if the land proves to be 
too wet, the Article 24 money could be 
used to secure another site. 

Ms. Madden said the Council on 
Aging has continued to look for both 
private and public sites for a new 
senior center. During the last few years 
they have refused or been turned away 
from several sites for various reasons. 

However, not everyone thinks the 
Doherty site is the best place for a new 
center. Before they left the School Com- 
mittee, Lloyd Willey and Susan Dalton 
voted against the land transfer, saying 
they feared some day that land might 
be needed for a new centrally-located 
elementary school. 

Article 24: Show the money 

The seniors believe Town Meeting’s 
approval of $500,000 will help to jump 
start their plan. 

“We'll use $500,000 to put together a 
planning team and get architectural 
plans and maybe we can use that to 
secure a piece of land if (other plans) 
don’t work out,” said Ms. Madden. 
“The idea of a team (with senior center 
and town officials) is going to make 
sure everybody is talking and every- 
body knows what is happening. I know 
people are talking to each other now. 
Everybody’s got to be in the room at 
the same time.” 

Ms. Madden said this planning team 
will prevent the seniors from having 
the type of construction problems offi- 
cials have run into with the Andover

eniors and school officials are 
Gress together more closely 
than in the recent past, but lead- 
ers deny they are scratching each oth- 
ers’ backs to pass both their projects 
at April Town Meeting. 

The Council on Aging will ask 
Town Meeting to transfer school land 
from the school department’s control 
so that a new senior center can be 
built behind Doherty Middle School. 

Three articles later, and shackled 
with the negative feeling toward the 
Andover High School construction 
project, school officials have the tough 
task of getting Town Meeting to 
approve $200,000 for the next school 
construction project. The schools will 
use the money to design preliminary 
plans for a new middle school for 
grades 5 through 8. 


In its first meeting together, the 
newly-elected School Committee voted 
5-0 to recommend transferring the 
land behind Doherty School. Since 
then, the Council on Aging has unani- 
mously recommended supporting the 
School Committee’s $200,000 request. 

But Marty Epstein, the Council on 
Aging chairman, and Tina Girdwood, 
School Committee chairwoman, say 
they have not formed a seniors- 
schools voting block and are not sup- 
porting each other's articles just to get 
both passed at Town Meeting. 

“I don’t feel as though there’s an 
orchestrated, concerted effort to do 
that,” said Ms. Girdwood. “I think if 
you look at it as a town situation, it’s 
how much can we build? How much 
can we support? But I think it’s a nat- 
ural to want to work together. 

“I think people are trying to be real- 
istic and trying to make things hap- 
pen,” said Ms. Girdwood. 

“It’s a case of different groups start- 
ing to work together,” said Mr. 
Epstein. “I have made and the Council 
has made and I know Tina Girdwood 
has made an effort to be less parochial 
in our thinking for the town. 

“We’re not supporting (the school 
article) because of (the land transfer). 
We’re supporting it because it’s the 
right thing to do,” said Mr. Epstein. 
“There’s no question in my mind that 
we're going to need another school.” 

Although the current School Com- 
mittee supports the senior citizens’ 
proposal, at least one former member 
plans to speak against the current 
plan for a new senior center. 

“I might be off a board but I’m not 
going to disappear,” said Susan Dal- 


High School project. The senior center 
project is also a much smaller project 
and will not involve renovation work, 
as the High School project does. 

“I think it will probably be easier in 
many ways regulatory wise. You have 
your basic building codes but with a 
school building you have another layer 
of requirements,” said Ms. Madden. 


ton, a long-time town and school offi- 
cial who decided against running for 
re-election this year. “I’m certainly 
going to speak to that article at Town 
Meeting.” 
Adult day-care issue 

Ms. Dalton said she’s “very sorry 
the seniors of Andover have been run 
around like the rabbit on the grey- 
hound race track” while looking for 
land, but she doesn’t support having 
an expanded adult day-care center in 
the proposed new senior center. 

“Things in this town get sold on 
God, motherhood and apple pie. No 
one talks about the...on the ground 
reality and finances until the end,” 
said Ms. Dalton. 


Seniors do deserve a place where 
they can gather and engage in various 
activities, such as painting, wood 
working or card playing, she said. 

“That’s not what this center is. It’s 
that, plus a full-blown day-care center 
with nurses and aids that the tax pay- 
ers are funding,” said Ms. Dalton. “I 
don’t care if everybody else is doing it 
(in other towns). I care about the tax 
base in this town. 

“Why are taxpayers of Andover 
funding a business?” she asked. “Why 
isn’t the free enterprise system serv- 
ing (that group) if there’s such a cry- 
ing need?” 

Members of the Council on Aging 
said people who use the senior cen- 
ter’s current day-care program pay 
about $25 per day, helping the day- 
care program to pay for itself. 

“The commercial providers really 
shun the type of day care we are talk- 
ing about,” said Mr. Epstein. “There’s 
no profit in that. 

“If there were viable commercial 
alternatives we would strongly con- 
sider not providing it. It is not the mis- 
sion of the Council on Aging to be in 
business,” he said. “Medicaid will not 
pay for what we’re doing. What we’re 
doing is a supervised program for 
seniors who need more supervision 
than you'd have in the regular senior 
center.” 

“Whether they’re old or young, peo- 
ple need to be take care of,” said Paul 
Salafia, Council on Aging member. 
“This program gives them nutrition, 
it takes care of extended health issues. 

“If there is a better use of tax dol- 
lars, I don’t know what it is,” said Mr. 
Salafia. “Remember what tax dollars 
are for. They’re for the people who pay 
them. Tax dollars come back and ben- 
efit people. This is a program that 
pays for itself, besides.” 


“They had to rush for the state funding. 
We don’t have that problem.” She said 
if thorough plans are not ready by the 
August deadline for state funding, then 
the seniors can wait until the next 
grant round. As it stands, the Council 
on Aging wants to obtain a site this 
year, begin building in 1998 and walk 
in the door before the year 2000. 


Students favor Article 
27: financial aid 


Editor, Townsman: 

As students of Andover High School 
thinking about and preparing for our 
futures, the expense of college is often a 
factor in deciding where we will find 
ourselves in the next couple of years. 
Scholarship funds often offer many stu- 
dents opportunities that would not oth- 
erwise be open to them, and ease the 
stress students face when planning for 
college. 

One problem that occurs, however, 
is that students who earn scholarships 
lose part of the total scholarship value. 
This is because many colleges will only 
credit students with up to $1,500 of 
their scholarship money before reduc- 
ing any of the remaining funds from 
financial aid packages. This effectively 
leaves the student with less money. 

The Andover Scholarship Fund, 
established by a group of Andover citi- 
zens, is a chapter of the National Orga- 
nization of Dollars for Scholars. This 
program helps students take full 
advantage of their scholarships 
through partnerships with colleges 
that agree they will honor the full 
scholarship, with no maximum value 
of credit. 

The Andover Scholarship Fund is 
hoping to build an endowment pro- 
gram, to ensure scholarship money for 
students every year. All Andover stu- 
dents from Andover High School, 
Phillips Academy and the Greater 
Lawrence Vocational Technical School 


will be eligible to apply for the scholar- 
ships established. There is one way to 
establish these funds that has been suc- 
cessful in many other communities in 
this state and throughout the country. 
A voluntary contribution form can be 
included in the town tax bills to be 
returned with tax forms and donated to 
this fund. This money will establish 
scholarships to benefit Andover stu- 
dents for many years to come. Very 
often, donations for scholarships aren’t 
always taken advantage of by people 
outside the school system, and this is a 
way for the whole community to sup- 
port Andover students. 


The need for financial help should 
not deter or prevent any student from 
continuing their education, nor should 
a lack of means prevent eligible stu- 
dents from being recognized by the 
community. Please vote yes on War- 
rant Article 27 at the Town Meeting. 
Andover citizens have the chance to 
vote in favor of supporting Andover 
students in the pursuit of their educa- 
tions and their futures. On behalf of 
Andover students, we are strongly in 
support of this opportunity and encour- 
age all citizens to vote in favor of War- 
rant Article 27.

spring, Paul and Ellen had a festive 
housewarming party.

Carolyn (my wife) and I live a rela- 
tively quiet social life, and I told Paul 
and Ellen that they did more in a few 
weeks than we did in a year, and their 
invitations and festivities comprised 
most of our social calendar. 

Their wedding last June was at the 
downtown Harvard Club and it was an 
event that those in attendance will not 
forget. Paul’s brother, Judge John 
Cronin, presided over a splendid cere- 
mony. Shortly after, Paul and Ellen 
were asked to look out the window just 
in time to see a plane fly by, pulling a 
banner congratulating them. But the 
real highlight was later at the recep- 
tion when they were both carried aloft 
in their chairs by their friends and rel- 
atives. Paul’s face indicated he was lov- 
ing every minute of it (althuogh I kept 
worrying about his being dropped so 
soon after the surgery). 

Paul and Ellen traveled extensively 
after the wedding and when they were 
home, Paul exercised by walking 


around the town 
he loved so 
much. 

During all 
these pleasurable 
activities, Paul 
still found time 
for his public ser- 
vice and dutiful- 
ly went to the 
directors’ meet- 
ings at Massport. 

Not long 
before he went 
into the hospital 
for the last time, 
he asked me for a

I wondered to myself why he was 
putting himself through the discomfort 
of going to the meeting, but I didn’t 
ask.

His lifelong friend, Frank Dyer, told 
me the other day that Paul knew how 
to “get up from the canvas.” He’d been 
knocked down several times in his life, 
but he always got up to fight some 
more. 

In 1974, right after Paul had lost his

Within a few years, 
Paul was a successful businessman and 
was ready for more political battles. 
Paul’s life was filled with enough 
victories and losses to fill several lives.

congressional seat to Paul Tsongas, he 
was leaving Logan Airport to drive 
home.

Town Meeting: 
Time for seniors 


Town Meeting has a slew of impor- 
tant articles to address beginning Mon- 
day at 7 p.m. at the new fieldhouse at 
Andover High School. Voters will 
make decisions about a new senior 
center (two related articles), about a 
long-overdue public safety center, the 
senior tax voucher program, land for a 
new senior center, $200,000 for archi- 
tectural drawings for a new middle 
school, zoning changes to facilitate the 
brzilding of much-needed senior living, 
and a ladder-pumper ($600,000) for the 
fire department. 

Let’s face it, it takes money to keep a 
community rolling, and Andover needs 
to spend some. Call this the year of the 
senior citizen, since there are so many 
senior-related articles on the warrant, 
but about 9,000 of our residents are 
Over 50, and in a few years there will be 
more than that. It’s time to give the 
seniors what they want: a new senior 
center. They’ll share their space, of 
that we’ve been assured. Vote yes on 
Article 24, $500,000 toward construc- 
tion for a center. And vote yes on Arti- 
cle 23, to transfer three acres behind 
Doherty Middle School for the center, 

Another article that deserves a yes 
vote is Article 25, which changes zon- 
ing to regulate elderly housing devel- 
opments. That article will pave the 
path toward more housing for the 
elderly. If you’re under 50, remember 
that you'll some day need housing as 
you grow older. Let’s be responsible 
and take care of our older residents: 
they’re the ones who took care of you 
when they were able. 

The $200,000 for plans for a middle 
school is a tougher decision. Parents 
who say the planning is backwards 
here have a point. They worry that 
we're going to design a school for 
grades 5-8 when we haven’t finished 
addressing the 5-8 configuration to 
many people’s satisfaction. But school 
officials say they’ve learned from the 
Andover High project, and plan to plan 
in detail. We leave that one to voters. 

-Certainly we should pass Article 56, 
$150,000 for public safety center plans. 
That crowded, outdated center has 
been bumped from our budget too 
often. It’s time to upgrade the safety 
center. See you Monday. 

It’s an important meeting. It’s your 
community.

Ten to 12 years ago, Paul Cronin 
was having a hot meal with boys and 
some other adults at the Lawrence 
Boys Club. An active contributor to 
that organization, Mr. Cronin liked 
to participate in its activities as often 
as possible, including eating with the 
500-or-so kids it feeds the evening 
meal. 

When he came outside to leave, 
there was a little girl there. Mr. 
Cronin noticed her and said hello, 
and asked what she was doing. She 
said she was waiting for her brother, 
who was inside eating. 

At that exact moment, Mr. Cronin 
realized there was a whole group of 
kids ~ girls — who the organization 
was not reaching. 

Mr. Cronin’s dream was finally 
realized last Thursday, Sept. 12, 
when the Lawrence Girls Club was 
dedicated to his late mother, Anna 
Marie Cronin, who died in 1968. 


At a dedication attended by Gov. 
William F. Weld, former Lawrence 
Mayor Kevin J. Sullivan, Suffolk 
University Law School dean Judge 
John E. Fenton Jr., Lawrence Mayor

Near the end of 1995, Paul Cronin 
stopped by my office in Boston. Paul 
and I had been friends for a long 
time, but the friendship had a one- 
sided aspect to it. He was always 
helping me, particularly giving me 
valuable advice when I sought it, but 
rarely was I able to reciprocate. 

It wasn’t unusual for him to drop 
in to see me, he’d done it before, but 
this time there was a certain serious- 
ness in his usually upbeat demeanor 
and a level of intensity in his eyes. 

After a little badinage, he asked 
me how I was doing since my 
surgery. A few months earlier, I’d 
had a brain tumor removed. I said I 
was fine: a few headaches, balance 
problems, that sort of thing. Then he 
said he had a brain tumor that was 
probably going to require surgery. 


Cronin’s’” wife, 
Ellen Raphael, 
looked on with 
pride while Irving 
Rogers, Gov. 
Weld, J.B. Doher- 
ty and _ others 
spoke. 

Republican 
vice president 
nominee Jack 
Kemp originally was scheduled to 
speak at the dedication, but that was 
before he became a candidate and his 
schedule became so booked. Howev- 
er, Mr. Kemp spoke to his friend and 
fellow Congressman by videotape, 
which was shown at the dedication. 
Mr. Kemp called the Lawrence Boys 
and Girls Club “a great charity, a 
great organization,” and he talked 
about Mr. Cronin’s dedication to it. 

“T appreciate his leadership, his 
integrity and his courage,” Mr. 
Kemp said. “I love you Paul.” 

Speaking last, Mr. Cronin told 
what he called “a story of hope.” It 
was about a woman who arrived in 
this country from Ireland with five 
kids. One of those kids was Mr. 
Cronin’s mother, who was 5 when 
she arrived in Lawrence. 

“My first memory of my mother 
was holding her hand,” Mr. Cronin 
said. “She had arthritis. She never 
let her arthritis get her down. She 
played ball with us. She taught us 
that you never, never give up.” 

Anna Marie Cronin learned that 
the hard way. Both her parents died 
in the Great Flu Epidemic of 1915. 
But the children stuck together and 
managed. She grew up, married and

had her own children. They lived in 
Lawrence. 

“T was the oldest of four boys,” Mr. 
Cronin said. “My parents taught us 
that education is the path to a better 
life.” The four Cronin brothers, Paul 
of Andover, William of Cocoa Beach, 
Fla., Leo of Clear Water Beach, Fla., 
and John of Andover, all went to col- 
lege. The brothers were together for 
the dedication last week, and for a 
luncheon that followed at Indian 
Ridge Country Club. 

“One of our greatest successes has 
been our ability to give back,” Mr. 
Cronin said. 

“May all the girls who go through 
these doors continue to be inspired 
by my mother.” 

Bernice Haggerty, 74 years old and 
younger than Paul Cronin’s mother 
but a good friend, said later at lunch, 
“She was your typical Irish mother. 
She didn’t talk about Paul or Leo or 
Bill or John. It was “my Paul, my 
Leo.” 

Mr. Cronin was president of the 
Lawrence Boys Club about six years 
ago. 


“Andover’s got to understand it’s 
all for one and one for all,” Mr. 
Cronin told me. “That’s the way 
things used to be. Sure, there are a 
lot of people in Lawrence who came 
up through the immigrant ranks, 
and when they got their chance to 
move to Andover they kept support- 
ing the agencies in Lawrence. (But) 
in recent years, that hasn’t been as 
true.” 

It certainly is true for former Con- 
gressman Paul Cronin.

He asked if my 
tumor had been 
malignant, and 
I told him that 
it had been 
benign. I could 
have added that 
I felt very 
lucky, but, giv- 
en the fact that 
his tumor 
might be malig- 
nant, I didn’t 
Say it. 

Paul wasn’t 
lucky; his tumor was on the high end 
of the malignancy scale and the 
tumor was in a bad location. Surgery 
was followed by weeks of intensive 
treatments intended to kill any 
remaining suspicious tissue and 
large doses of steroids to keep his

brain from swelling. 

Up to this point, the story is a sad 
one but not particularly unusual. A 
lot of us get sick and we all die. How- 
ever, in the case of Paul Cronin’s ill- 
ness and the time leading up to his 
death, there is something unusual: 
he crammed an abundance of mean- 
ingful experiences into the last few 
months of his life. Not only did he 
not allow the disease to ruin his life, 
he picked up the pace of his already 
busy life, in effect saying: I can get 
sick and I can die, but I won’t be 
defeated, for defeat requires me to 
give up. 

He and his fiancee, Ellen Raphael, 
moved forward with their wedding 
plans. He renovated his house on 
Punchard Avenue (temporarily mov- 
ing out in the process) and last

Stone-Congress, the contractor for the 
Andover High School job, said Wednesday it 
is not sure it can fix a flawed smoke evacua- 
tion system by the fire department’s April 28 
deadline to close down the school. 

Bill Nicholson, president of Congress Con- 
struction Co., said as of early Wednesday 
morning Stone-Congress did not even have 
the architect’s corrected smoke evacuation- 
system design. “The smoke evacuation 
right now, we don’t even know what we’re 
supposed to do,” said Mr. Nicholson. 

“We just don’t know” if the work can be 
done in time, said David Patrick, president of 
Stones. “We just know we’ve been waiting for 
this information since August of last year 
and now it’s going to be dumped in our lap 
right before the deadline.” 


Andover’s fire department issued a tempo- 
rary occupancy permit at Andover High 
before this school year, even though the 
architect’s new lobby failed to pass a smoke 
evacuation test. When the fire chief learned a 
few weeks ago that the architect had stil] not 
addressed the problems, he demanded they 
be corrected by the end of April vacation,

ners Tuesday delayed taking a position on it 
until they heard more about the reasoning 
on it. They had concerns as to the history of 
it and need for it. They will meet again, Mon- 
day night prior to the Town Meeting, and 
may take a position on it at that time. 

If approved, it is likely a proposal to begin 
actual construction of at least a portion of 
the extension would come before voters 
either at a Special Town Meeting in the fall 
or at next year’s Annual Town Meeting. 

Article 35 — $350,000 for sewer exten- 
sions. This article is a private article sub- 
mitted by some residents of Reservation 
Road, Mayflower Drive and Standish and 
Miles circles.

But not 
all area residents support it. John Wragg of 
10 Standish Circle and Chester Darling of 9 
Mayflower Drive told planners Tuesday that 
the existing septic systems are not failing at 
an abnormal rate, and that the betterments 
that would be assessed are inequitable and 
could cause financial hardship for some 
neighbors. 


April 28, or he would close down school. 

Smoke detectors are being installed and 
the architect and a mechanical engineer con- 
ducted tests April 3 and appeared to find a 
solution to clearing smoke from the lobby 
area, Dick Neal, superintendent of schools 
told the School Committee Tuesday night. 
Mr. Neal said he was told the town manager 
expected the fire department to test this SYS- 
tem during April vacation. 


But the contractor says it has not yet seen 
the new design and doesn’t know how long it 
will take to make the changes. Mr. Patrick 
said he’s “sick of throwing resources” at 
problems created by inaccurate designs. 

“Both the contractor and the town of 
Andover lose,” said Mr. Nicholson.

The betterments would range from $5,000 
to $15,000, according to Mr. Darling. He is an 
attorney and indicated he would take action 
against the town, attacking the inequity of 
the betterments if this article is passed. 

Proponents say at least two septic systems 
of the 27 homes in the 30-year-old develop- 
ment have failed. They also point out that 
there is no more developable land in the area 
so the extension would not encourage more 
residential growth. They also tout the protec- 
tion of neighboring conservation land as a 
reason for converting to town sewer. But a 
chief motivation also seems to be economic. 

“It does not make economic sense to 
upgrade or install new septic systems. Sew- 
ers would be a less expensive option,” propo- 
nents wrote in part in the FinCom Report as 
their reasoning for the article. 

Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
will recommend voters approve this article. 
Planners this week put off taking a position 
on it, asking for more information regarding 
the pressing need for the extension. They 
may yet take a position before the Town 
Meeting.

Part of the technology plan is to increase 
business interaction with the schools. 

“I'm sort of trying to develop a partnership 
with the companies in town,” said Mr. Tode, 
who hopes to find a way to upgrade the sys- 
tem’s computers “without breaking the bank 
every few years.” 

Mr. Tode suggests businesses may be able 
to sell computers at lesser costs to schools if 
many schools buy enough of the same model. 
He also says businesses might be interested 
in doing so because families are more likely 
to buy computers with which their children 
have experience. 


For now, Mr. Tode is overseeing the imple- 
mentation of technology items purchased 
with money from the 1994 Town Meeting. 

File servers either have been or are 
already installed at each of the schools, and 
the schools plan to install other technology 
improvements as well. The schools will 
receive free Internet access soon from Conti- 
nental Cablevision because of a new cable 
contract. 

“The things we talk about are things, 
they’re tools, to allow the teaching that we 
want to do” to prepare kids for the real world. 
said Mr. Tode. “On the Internet there’s so 
much information.”

Town Meeting warrant article u 


By Don Staruk 

Some of the articles on next week’s 
Town Meeting warrant are still under- 
going changes as various boards and 
committees propose last minute 
changes to them. The following is an 
update on some of the significant peti- 
tions residents will be asked to vote on, 
and the latest developments on them. 


« Article 4 — Budget. The proposed 
budget is for more than $78 million, but 
residents will only get a shot at 
$75,811,846 of it. The remaining roughly 
$2.2 million is for state and county 
assessments and other costs mandated 
by the state that are not subject to 
appropriation by town meeting. 

Selectmen, and the Finance Com- 
mittee and School Committee all have 
agreed to support the figures listed in 
the Finance Committee Report as the 
FinCom’s recommendations. The chief 
difference between those and the fig- 
ues listed as the selectmen’s recom- 
mendations is $500,000 for the schools, 
which selectmen have since agreed to 
support. 


Article 22 — Senior tax voucher 
program.

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seniors, allowing them to exchange vol- 
unteer services for up to $500, at $5 an 
hour, off their property tax bills. Both 
selectmen and the FinCom recommend 
approval. 


Article 23 & 24 —- Land and money 
for a new senior center. (See related 
article, page 1.) 


Article 25 — Senior housing/ 
assisted living bylaw. This article 
would restructure zoning regulations 
for senior housing, including long-term 
care, assisted living congregate care 
and independent living. It is pretty 
much the same article that was denied 
by voters at last October’s Special 
Town Meeting, brought back again by 
the Planning Board. 

The biggest change to existing bylaw 
is the inclusion of assisted living, 
which is housing for frail elders who 
do not require 24-hour nursing care but 
can use some assistance with daily 
activities. Without this change, assist- 
ed living is only allowed in mixed use 
zones in town, of which there are few 
This bylaw would allow assisted living 
facilities in Single Residence A and B 
zones. It includes conditions and regu- 
lations to restrict where they could be 


built. One of the restrictions is that 
they would need a minimum lot size of 
five acres. It also requires that a mini- 
mum of 15 percent of units in an assist- 
ed living development be affordable 
units, and has incentives for develop- 
ers to include even more affordable 
units. Selectmen are recommending 
approval of this article. 


Article 26 — $200,000 for new mid- 
dle school plans. (See related story, 
page 1.) 


Article 29 - Osgood Street/ 
Frontage Road. This article had asked 
for $100,000 to change the configuration 
of the intersection at Frontage Road 
and Osgood Street, but the amount will 
be amended on the floor of Town Meet- 
ing to $70,000. Bob McQuade, Public 
Works director, told selectmen he can 
do the job for less by using the town 
engineer’s plan for an asphalt curbing 
instead of granite curbs. 

Town officials met with representa- 
tives of both Dynamics Research Corp. 
and Raytheon Corp., both of which are 
located on Frontage Road, in an effort 
to resolve issues they have with the 
new configuration, but were unable to 
make them happy on all counts.

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Home heating 


problems easily solved

This column is about fixing the 
work of a prior home improvement. 
During the past 10 years, thousands of 
New England homeowners have built 
additions, finished basements, and 
enclosed breezeways or porches. The 
Objective of this work is to increase 
quality living space in their existing 
home rather than going through the 
trauma of moving. 

Due to poor planning, budget con- 
siderations, shoddy work or general 
lack of knowledge, the heating of this 
new “quality” space is often inade- 
quate. For example, homeowners 
often fail to expand an existing system 
adequately to heat the additional 
space. As aresult, the new space draws 
heat away from the original structure. 

Some find it necessary to “crank up” 
the furnace just to get this new “quali 
ty” space livable on those cold winter 
nights. This is costly to operate and 
can make the rest of the house uncom- 
fortably warm. 

Also, electric base-board heat is 
installed for economic reasons but 
proves to be ineffective and certainly 
does not operate economically.

NARI wants to make 
consumers aware of 
Massachusetts law 


The National Association of the 
Remodeling Industry, Eastern 
Massachusetts Chapter (NARI, EM), 
wants to make contractors and con- 
sumers aware of the Massachusetts 
Home Improvement Contractor (HIC) 
law on carpenter/contractor advertis- 
ing. 

Over the past few months, NARI has 
been monitoring carpenter/contractor 
advertising in all media, from jobsite 
signs to company vehicles, newspaper, 
TV and radio ads. They have found hun- 
dreds of violations of the HIC law and, 
although it is not the job of the media to 
enforce the law (it is the job of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts), 
NARI wants to inform all Massachusetts 
citizens of the law and hopefully send a 
message to any and all carpentry/build- 
ing Companies that they may be fined 
up to $5,000 for not listing their HIC 
registration number. 

The HIC registration is not to be con- 
fused with the building supervisory 
license that is also required for compa- 
nies in the building business. Only 
licensed carpenter/builders can be reg- 
istered under the HIC law. 

The HIC law was enacted to help 
homeowners who have been ripped off 
by unscrupulous builders. It is the last 
line of defense for a homeowner when 
all other means of mediation have been 
exhausted. If a homeowner hires a car-

Probably the toughest decision in 
home improvements is which compa- 
ny do you trust to Come into your 
home. When replacing your heating or 
air conditioning equipment, there are 
several factors to consider.

tor giving only recent referrals. A qual- 
ity contractor keeps customers for a 
long period of time and these “older 
customers” will provide an excellent 
example of how the company will 
respond if there is ever a problem. 

- Find a company that has stood the 
test of time. An experienced contrac- 
tor will offer name brand equipment, 
and will have aligned itself with pro- 
grams such as interest-free financing 
and Planned Maintenance Contracts. 

Finding the right contractor should 
be given the same care and considera- 
tion as finding the right doctor. You 
need a company that will be there for 
you, whenever you need them, and will 
always provide quality service and 
installations. This is a decision, if made 
correctly, that you will only need to 
make once in your lifetime, and a little 
extra work at the beginning can literal- 
ly save hours of aggravation later on.

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Defining a kitchen project 


When planning a kitchen project, 
the easiest part is often the aesthetics. 
Most individuals know the overall col- 
Ors and styles that they want to incor- 
porate into the space. The harder part 
is knowing what materials and prod- 
ucts to include in order to create the 
desired look. 

“It is very important to have an 


understanding of the pros and cons of 


the various cabinets, appliances and 
surface materials that are available,” 


explained Doris Lacroix, president of 


the National Kitchen and Bath 
Association (NKBA). “Only then can 
you evaluate them properly in relation 
to your needs.” 

Part of the process, according to Ms. 
Lacroix, is knowing the terminology. 
Following are some important defini- 
tions to learn as you prepare for a 
kitchen project. 

Cabinets 

A recent study conducted by NKBA 
showed that cabinetry accounts for a 
major portion (53 percent) of the total 
cost of a kitchen project. Indeed, cabi- 
nets can be a focal point in the kitchen 
in both an economic and a 
design sense. 

“There are numerous options avail- 
able in kitchen cabinetry today,” Ms 
Lacroix said. “To determine what cabi- 
nets are right for your space, begin 
with the different methods 
manufacture them.”

And, they are available in a 
wide range of wood species, finishes 
and special sizes. 

“Although they are more expensive, 
custom cabinets give a kitchen a dis- 
tinctive, upscale look,” Ms. Lacroix 
said. 

Semi-custom cabinets: Semi-cus- 
tom cabinets are produced by both 
stock and custom manufacturers, on a 
stock basis. According to Ms. Lacroix, 
semi-custom Cabinets have many more 
standard interior fittings and acces- 
sories than regular stock units.

requires transfer. To accommodate var- 
ious users, NKBA recommends. that 
ample floor space be planned around 
this fixture. The toilet should be 
planned with 48 inches of clear floor 
space in front of the fixture by 48 inch- 
es off the side wall. 

“This would allow a person to trans- 
fer from a perpendicular approach or a 
forward approach, making it fairly 
flexible and universal,” Ms. Peterson 
said. 

Grab bars or another transfer device 
should also be included in this area, 
Ms. Peterson added. 

“It is important to note that the 
inclusion of grab bars does not mean 
that the bathroom will have an ‘institu- 
tional’ look,” Ms. Peterson explained. 
“Grab bars are available in a wide vari- 
ety of colors and styles that will blend 
with the decor in the room.” 
Completing the look 

Aside from the fixtures, several addi- 
tional items should be considered to 
ensure that the design is universal. 
These include doorways, storage, and 
controls. 

“Whenever possible, doorways that 
are at least 32 inches wide should be 
planned,” Ms. Peterson explained. 
“This will create a space that is usable 
by everyone, including those who use 
a wheelchair.”

recommends that all

walkways in the bathroom be a mini- 
mum of 36 inches wide. 

Providing enough space for storage 
is also important.

“If drawers are used for storage, be 
sure that all handles and pulls are oper- 
able with one hand and require only a 
minimal amount of strength for opera- 
tion,” Ms. Peterson suggested. “This 
should also be the case for cabinets, 
plumbing fixtures and light switches.” 

With so many items to consider, it is 
a good idea to consult with a profes- 
sional. 

“Your new bathroom should last a 
lifetime,” Ms. Peterson said. “A profes- 
sional designer will help see that it 
does.”

NKBA rec- 
ommends that drawers adjacent to knee space, 
open shelves on adjacent counters or rolling stor- 
age be included to achieve this convenience. 

The bathtub/shower 

he main focus for the bathtub/shower area is 
safe transfer into and out of the fixture and ease of 
use, according to Ms. Peterson. To accommodate 
this, NKBA recommends that grab bars, and non- 
slip flooring be included in every bathroom design. 
Additionally, steps should never be planned at the 
bathtub or shower area 

“These recommendations are essential, regard- 
less of who is using the bathroom,” 

Ms. Peterson said. “But they are particularly 
helpful for us as children and as we advance in 
age.” 

Another important item to consider in this area 
is placement of the controls 

‘Shower and bathtub controls must be accessi- 
ble from inside and outside of the fixture,” Ms. 
Peterson explained. 

Specifically, NKBA recommends that shower 
controls be located between 48 inches and 48 inch- 
es above the floor and bathtub controls be placed 
between the rim of the tub and 33 inches above the 
floor. Both should be offset toward the room.

Whatever the cause of this unsightly 
problem, there’s a fast, easy and cer- 
tain solution that’s often overlooked by 
many homeowners. 

Whether it’s called cultivated turf. 
turfgrass, turf, or just plain sod, this 
carpetlike grass can turn a hole in a 
lawn into a whole lot of lawn, with just 
four simple steps according to the not- 
for-profit Turf Resource Center (TRC). 


Soil preparation 

An essential first step in the entire 
process of patching a lawn is proper 
soil preparation. This includes clearing 
away all the dead or near-dead grass 
and possibly squaring up the area, or 
creating straight lines on all of the 
sides you are repairing. 

Once the area has been defined. 
maybe by going so far as to lay a hose 
on the ground to outline the repair 
area, you should loosen the soil by 
spading or rototilling larger areas. Rake 
the surface smooth and remove any 
large clods, roots, weeds or other

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debris to achieve a level surface that 
maintains the original slope of the 
area. 

A helpful tip from TRC is to make 
sure that when the final raking is in 
progress, the soil should be about an 
inch below any sidewalk or driveway 
surfaces as well as the area where the 
new sod will come into contact with 
the existing grass. When the new sod is 
installed following this advice, it will 
be at the same height as the surround. 
ing surfaces. Otherwise, the new sod 
may be too high or too low. creating 
new problems that could have been 
easily avoided. 


Measuring and buying sod 

Once the surface is prepared, the 
area should be carefully measured so 
that the correct amount of turfgrass 
sod can be purchased. 

In most areas, sod is sold by the 
Square foot or square yard, with a sin- 
gle roll measuring approximately one 
square yard, or 9 square feet. Slabs or 
folded pieces of sod available in some 
areas will not be as large, but their 
dimensions will be uniform and the 
total amount of sod can be easily calcu- 
lated at the turfgrass sod farm or retail 
garden nursery.

tively small, say less than 10 square 
yards, you can probably load the sod 
into the trunk of a larger car; however. 
if the trunk is small or the repair area 
large, you may have to make several 
trips or have the sod delivered. 

Calling ahead to the farm or nursery 
fo ensure you can obtain the quantity 
and type of sod you want is always rec- 
ommended. If the sod will be deliv- 
ered, advance time is even more impor- 
tant and you should expect to pay a 
separate delivery charge on very small 
quantities 

So that the new grass closely match- 
es the existing lawn, it’s a good idea to 
take a small piece of the existing grass 
to the sod farm or nursery center. 
However, attempting to match even 
known varieties may prove impossible 
because of turfgrass breeding improve- 
ments that continue to take place 
almost every year. 


Turf installation 
Because turfgrass sod is a living 
plant, TRC recommends that it be 
installed in 24 hours or and 
watered within 30 minutes after instal- 
lation, so having the soil fully prepared 
before the sod is purchased is very 
important. 
Installation is simple, but some care 
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is required to achieve a really great 
result. Install the first piece of sod on 
the outermost area of the repair, along 
a straight-line surface if possible. If the 
sod was rolled, be sure to back-roll the 
leading and tailing edges of the sod 
piece to make sure it will stay flat or 
the Be careful not to pull or 
stretch the sod as you install it, or in an 
effort to force a fit. After being 
stretched, sod has a tendency to pull 
back to its original dimensions, which 
could ultimately result in gaps between 
pieces. 

Using the first piece as a base, place 
all of the other pieces tightly against 
the first by butting the edges and ends 
tightly together, but not overlapping. If 
the area is large enough, Stagger the 
end seams in a brick-like pattern. 

A sharp utility, hunting or butcher 
knife should be used to cut pieces to fit 
the proper dimension. This is most eas- 
ily done by placing an oversized piece 
in place, folding it back to where you 
need to trim and then cutting the piece 
from the root-soil side. This method 
reduces ripping of the sod and leaves a 
nice straight finished edge. 

Water, water water 

With the sod firmly in place, the last 
step is the easiest yet perhaps the most

To soften and filter the incoming 
light, laces or sheers produce a won- 
derful effect, and lend themselves nice 
ly to layering. To block out the light, 
consider a lined or insulated curtain, or 
fabric shade. The latter choices will 
also afford privacy when you want it 
and still allow you to let in lots of light 
when you desire

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A good spreader will help 
ensure great lawn care results 


any people know it is easy 

to have a beautiful, green 

lawn by overseeding as 

necessary, applying a sim- 
ple four-application program of fertiliz- 
er products, and mowing and watering 
as needed throughout the growing sea- 
son. However, even people who take 
great pride in implementing the prop- 
er maintenance regimen will not get 
the best results unless their spreaders 
are up to par. 

Brad Wainman, a Connecticut home- 
owner who takes pride in his beautiful, 
green lawn, points to “zebra lawns” as 
an example of the result you may get by 
using the wrong spreader. 

Applying lawn care products with 
something other than a properly cali- 
brated spreader (never apply them by 
hand) will probably result in uneven 
application. This can ruin the appear- 
ance of your lawn by causing streaks of 
color (the zebra effect) or giving inef- 
fective weed, disease, or insect con- 
trol. 

There are two basic types of lawn 
spreaders: “drop” and “rotary” (also 
called “broadcast”). There are advan- 
tages to both. Selecting the right 
spreader is a matter of comparing their 
benefits to see how they match up 
with your lawn and your needs. 

Mr. Wainman prefers to use a rotary 
spreader. “When you're putting down

fertilizer everything overlaps so you 
don’t get those stripes that you see on 
the zebra lawns where they've missed 
places. You do not have to be as pre- 
cise in overlapping the area as you 
make each pass.” 

However, his neighbor, Dave 
Peterson, who has more flower beds 
and walkways throughout his lawn. 
prefers a drop spreader for its accura- 
cy, “I just overlap the wheel marks, so I 
know I'm applying the product ey enly. 
I also don’t worry about getting the 
product in the flower beds or on the 
sidewalk.” 

Both Mr. Wainman and Mr. Peterson 
make good points. It is somewhat easi- 
er to control the application with a 
drop-type spreader along sidewalks, 
driveways, or flower beds. In a side-by- 
side comparison, assuming both 
spreaders are of equal quality, drop 
spreaders usually provide greater accu- 
racy than rotaries, no matter what 
materials they are applying. However, a 
good-quality rotary spreader will usual- 
ly provide greater accuracy than lesser- 
quality drop spreaders. 

The job probably will be completed 
more quickly by using a rotary spread- 
er, since it will apply product to a larg- 
er area in One pass. 

Rotary spreaders are also available in 
small, hand-held models which are

important - watering 

You need to apply enough water to 
new sod so that the soil beneath the 
sod is thoroughly wet. As noted earlier, 
watering should be started within 40 
minutes after installation 


An easy way to see if you've applied 
enough water is to gently lift a conve 
nient corner of the new sod. If the base 
soil isn’t thoroughly wet, keep water 
ing. Water daily, or more often in 
extremely hot weather, for approxi- 
mately two weeks or until the sod is 
firmly rooted. Again, gently lifting a 
corner after a few days will reveal how 
well the sod is rooting. Within about a 


weck, light tugging, without actually 
lifting the piece, will tell you the sod is 
rooted, 

Turfgrass sod isn’t just for whole 
lawns. It is also a convenient and sim- 
ple way to patch small areas. Its major 
advantage over seeding is that it is vir 
tually instant. Because it’s instant, you 
know what the result will be and more 
important of all, you can enjoy your 
yard faster.
